FRENCH APPEAL 
TO U.N. 


Co-ordinated Action 
with Israel 


From a Diplomatic Correspondent 


. The French Government's decision 
to make “a last appeal” to the 
United Nations Security Council on 
Suez has averted a crisis in the Mollet 
Cabinet. But it has not’ lessened 
French disappointment at Britain's 
agreement to pay canal dues to Egypt, 


nor diminished the cleavage between 
Paris and London at this newest 
capitulation to Nasser. Disappoint- 


ment and bewilderment in trance is 
almost as strong as im Israel and, 
indeed, Isracl’s determined . attitude 
has in some measure influenced M. 
Mollet's decision. 


While the French CGovernment. was 
wavering between resignation. and an 
appeal to the Security Couneil, there 


took place in Paris consultations between 
the Israeli Ambassador. Mr. Tsur. and 
high officials of the French Forciga 
Minisiry. This was followed on Wednes- 
day afternoon by a 45-minute talk 
between M. Mollet. and Mr. Tsur, 
during which if was stated, they dis- 
cussed “ certain problems mieresting ouf 
two countries.” Soon afterwards there 
was a Cabinet meeting in which, it was 
stated, Israel's position in this crisis was 
also reviewed 

Authoritative quarters in Paris stressed 
afterwards the importance of the meet- 
ings with Israel's representatives, adding 
that both countries have felt it necessary 
co-ordinate thew arrangements. 
Although the French have as yet not 
stated clearly what support they are pre- 
pared to give to Israel should an Israels 
test ship be forcibly denied passage 
through the canal, it is assumed that if 
any action is taken to enforce passage 
France would, be among the first to 
support it,

be done to secure that freedom of 
passage. Indeed, the latest canvassing 
bv the Western Powers of the idea that 
the whole question be raised at the Inter- 


national Court can only be seen as a 
move 10 delay putting this issue to the 
test. which it clearly and urgently 
demands.”

The Israeli Government is considering 
whether the Norwegian ship Mars.

A Foreign Ministry spokesman stated 
on Wednesday that the ship's passage 
through the Canal would not be evidence 
of Egypt's good intentions: it would 
mean merely a return to the position 
which existed before-the Suez Canal was 
closed. Ships chartered by Israc! had 
then passed through the Canal. In fact,

The Soviet delegation that visited 
Poland last October, headed by the 
First Secretary of the Soviet Com- 
munist Party, Nikita Khruschev, 
ordered an intensification of anti- 
semitism in order to defeat the 
Gomulka Group, the Jewish Labour 
Committee was informed during its 
convention at Atlantic City, New 


Jersey, last Saturday. 
Quoting from what he described as 
the shorthand notes of the cighih 


plenum of the Polish Communist Party, 
Mr. Jacob Pat, the Executive Secretary 
of the Committee, Sates that the Soviet 
delegation had not succeeded im its obiect. 

Mr.. Pai gave the following version of 
the alleged ultimatum. ‘he Natolin 
Group, he said, were determined to make 
use of antisemitism to remove — the 
Gomulka faction’ from power. 
Khruschev and his party arrived in 
Poland “ with the object of carrying out 
a putsch and of arresting, with the help 
of the Natolin Group, 700 Pol sh writers, 
party officials. and journalists.” "We 
ha ve come, Khruschev reporied to 
have sald, "in orde to prevent you trom 
deliv ng Poland into the hands. of the 
cans and Zionists.”

own conditions, were wailing for the 
time when he would be overihrown and 
they would be rid of him. 

Dr, Burg stressed the paramount need 
for the inner fusion of various elements 
of the Istach population on the basis of 
their religious heritage 

Mr Nachum Levin, Director § of 
Brith tIvrith Olamuh, declared that 
Israel had one permanent and fauhful 
friend in the Jewish people of the 
Galut But that friendship. he added. 
depended upon. whether they continued 
their Jewish existence. Ihe problem, 
he said. was not onlv one which 
involved culture, it was also a question 
of the physical existence of the Jewish 
people in the State of Israel. surrounded 
as they were by a sea of Arab nations.

TRUST IN GOD 


Blessed is the man that trusteth 
in the Lord (Jer. xvii, 7). 


HE concept of complete trust 

in God conjures up the 

picture of a man who has 
absolute confidence that whatever 
happens to him is dictated by 
Divine will. Whether his portion 
be good or ill he accepts it gladly, 
never doubting or questioning the 
justification. If things go well he 
thanks God out of the fullness of 
a grateful heart; in adversity he 
submits, saying, “ May this, too, be 
for good,” for whatever God 
decrees can only be for man’s 
ultimate benefit. 

One is tempted, when thinking 
along these lines, to assume that trust 
and resignation are synonymous, both 
reflecting a certain fatalistic attitude 
to life. Man cannot cause the verdict 
to be rescinded and he must, there- 
fore, accept it without demur. Kt is a 
passive approach to hfe based upon 
a complete faith in Divine wisdom. 
And such a man, says the Prophet, 
is blessed, presumably because he is 
contem in his resignation. Hence 
Jeremiah compared him to a tree 
planted by the watercourses. His 
roots are deep and they draw their 
nourishment ffom the never-failing 
supply of fresh water. Sach a tree 
does not fade or wither. but remains 
ever green and fresh. Such a picture 
depicts the deeply convinced Jew 
who accept. events with 
equanimity, and can adapt himself to 
any set of circumstances, 


this, However, the complete pic- 

ture ?. This passage from Jeremiah 
forms part of the Haftara:to be 
read this Shabbat in conjunction with 
the concluding chapters of Leviticus. 
It ts assumed. that the. contents of this 
Book have been read and digested. 
Can any chapter of Leviticus point to 
a passive attitude to life? man\ 
religious, ethical, 
and moral obligations point to the 
positive demands made upon 
thought and conduct. Here are the 
dietary laws, the regulations govern- 
ing personal puritv, the demands of 
social justice, the. behaviour of the 
rich towards the poor, the judiciary 
towards the htigants. the respect. for 
the aged and the infirm, the care for 
the siranger and the under privileged 
minority All. these. are positive 
injunctions and each of these direc- 


reterences to ones 


one > 


tives is accompanied by the expression 
“I am the Lord,” a phrase which 
gives tone and defines the purpose 
of their mmplementation. 

In the light of the contents of 
Leviticus one is forced to the con- 
clusion that belief and trust in God 
cannot be expressed in a negative 
attitude to life nor in a spirit of com 
plete resignation. Judaism, to be 
lived fully, demands action and deter- 
mination. Kt is. primarily concerned 
with man’s behaviour, and his conduct 
must reflect his motive and his con- 
sciousness of responsbility, To act 
in accordance wit a given set of 
principles reveals the measure 
man's trust in the source of those 
principles. 


JEW'S adherence to a moral code 
and his earnest desire to fulfil 
certain obligations must be actuated 
by his conviction that those laws are 
not man-made but God-given. He 
obeys because he is certain of the 
value of the command and because 
he trusts in Him who issued #, He 
conducts his life in accordance with 
a certain pattern because he fs con- 
fident that He who designed the pat- 
tern was concerned for his welfare 
and the well-being of mankind. His 
every act #& motivated by a purpose 
which. he believes, was originally 
devised by aegreat and impenetrable 
wisdom 
This is real trust in God and must 
bring blessing to him who displays it. 
Such a man stands firm like a tree 
beside the watercourses. He is 
resolute and determined. He remains 
staunch. confident that no matter 
what life has in store for him. his 
principles will not be affected

ISRAELI MINISTER 
AT MEETING 


The Israeli Minister of Posts, Dr. 
Joseph Burg, was the speaker at the 
second of the series of public Hebrew 
meetings being held by the Depart- 
mem for Education and Culture of 
the Jewish Agency and B'rith Ivrith 
Olamith. 

The meeting, over which Mr. David 
Shoham (Economic Councellor at the 
Israels Embassy) presided, was held last 
week at Woburn House, London. 

Dr. Burg spoke about the Sinai 
campaign and its ovtcome. To those 
who asked him whether the campaten 
had been justified or not, his reply was 
that militarily they had obtained a 
decisive victory, but that politically 
they did not succeed in the measure they 
had anticipated. ‘ 

He went on to say that today there 
were Many progresstve Arabs who, 
languishing under the Nasser hegemony 
and eager for the improvement of their 
own conditions, were waiting for the 
time when he would be overihrown and 
they would be rid of him.

TRUST IN GOD 


Blessed is the man that trusteth 
in the Lord (er. xvii, 7). 


HE concept of complete trust 

in God conjures up the 

picture of a man who has 
absolute confidence that whatever 
happens to him is dictated by 
Divine will. Whether his portion 
be good or ill he accepts it gladly, 
never doubting or questioning the 
justification. If things go well he 
thanks God out of the fullness of 
a grateful heart; in adversity he 
submits, saying, “ May this, too, be 
for good,” for whatever God 
decrees can only be for man’s 
ultimate benefit. 

One is tempted, when thinking 
along these lines, to assume that trust 
and resignation are synonymous, both 
reflecting a certain fatalistic attitude 
to life. Man cannot cause the verdict 
to be reseinded and he must, there- 
fore, accept it without demur. It is a 
passive approach to life based upon 
a complete faith in Divine wisdom. 
And such a man, says the Prophet, 
is blessed, presumably because he is 
contem in his resignation. Hence 
Jeremiah compared him to a. tree 
planted by the watercourses, His 
roots are deep and they draw their 
nourishment ffom the -never-failing 
supply of fresh water. Such a tree 
does not fade or wither, but remains 
ever green and fresh. Such a picture 
depicts the deeply convinced Jew 
who accept. events with 
equammitv, and can adapt himself to 
any set of circumstances, 


[Ss this. however, the complete pic- 

ture ? This passage from Jeremiah 
forms part of the Haftara to be 
read this Shabbat in conjunction with 
the conchuding chapters of Leviticus. 
It is assumed that the. contents of this 
Book have been read and digested 
Can any chapter of Leviticus point to 
a passive attitude to life? The many 
references to one’s rehgious, ethical, 
and moral obligations point- to the 
positive demands made upon oncs 
thought and conduct, Here are. the 
dictary laws, the regulations govern- 
ing personal purity, the demands of 
Social justice, the behaviour of . the 
tich towards the poor, the judiciary 
towards the htigants, the respect for 
the aged and the infirm, the care for 


the stranger and the under-privileged | 


minority All these are positive 
injunctions and each of these direc- 


tives is acc nied by the expression 
“I am the Lord,” a phrase “haa 
gives tone and defines the purpose 
of their implementation. 

In the light of the contents of 
Leviticus one is forced to the con- 
clusion that betief and trust in God 
canio be expressed in a negative 
attitude to tife nex in a spirit of com 

e resignation. Judaism, to be 
ived fully, demands action and deter- 
mination. It is primarily concerned 
with man's behaviour, and his conduct 
must reflect his motive and his con- 
sciousness of responsi bility. To act 
in accordance with a given set of 
principles reveals the measure of 
man’s trust in the source of those 


principles. 


A JEW'S adherence to a moral code 
and his earnest desire to fulfil 
certain obligations must be actuated 
by his conviction that those laws are 
not mananade but God-given. He 
obeys because he is certain of the 
value of the command and because 
he trusts in Him who issued #. He 
conducts his life in accordance with 
a.certain pattern because he is con- 
fident that He who designed the pat- 
tern was concerned for -his welfare 
and the well-being of mankind. His 
every. act & motivaied by a purpose 
which. he believes, was originally 
devised by aegreat and impenetrable 
wisdom 
This is real trust in God and must 
bring blessing to him who displays it. 
Such a man stands firm hke a tree 
beside the watercourses.

British Government 
Criticised 
Israel's entry into Sinai was no more 
an act of aggression than Britains 


declaration of war against Germany 


in 1914 and 1939, said. Sir Leslie 
Plummer, M.P., speaking last week at 
a Poale Zion rally at the Stoke New- 
ington Library Hall.

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Obituary 
SIR SIDNEY 


The death occurred at his home in 
London on Wednesday of the Right 
Hon. Sir Sidney Abrahams, former 
Chief Justice of Uganda, Tanganyika, 
and Ceylon. He 
was 72 years old. 

Sidney Solomon 
Abrahams was born 
in Birmingham, the 
second son of the 
late isaac Abra- 
hams, of Bedford, 
and was educated 
at the Bedford 
Modern School, at 
Townky Castle 
School, and 
Emmanuel College, 
Cambrnige. 

He was called to 
the Bar at the 
Middle Temple in 
1909. His first Colonial appointment was 
as town magisirate in Zanzibar in 1915. 
Five years later he was seconded to the 
Mesopotamia Civil Administration. The 
Colonial Office appointed him Advocate- 
General of Baghdad and, in 1921, Presi- 

nt of the Civil Courts at Basra. The 

ollowing year he returned to Zanzibar 
as Attorney-General and was iater 
appointed Attorney-General in Uganda 
and in the Gold Coast. He was created

ABRAHAMS 


a King’s Counsel for the Gold Coast 
Colony in 1930, . 

In 1933 Abrahams became Chief 
Justice of Uganda, and in 1934 he was 
appointed to a similar position in Tan- 
ganyika and, in. 1936, in Ceylon. In that 
year also he was knighied. 

Sir Sidney retired from his post in 
Ceylon in 1939. Two years later he was 
appointed a member of the Judicial Com- 
mitiee of the Privy Council, but he was 
occupied during the war mostly as lega! 
adviser to the Colonia) Office. He became 
Senior al Assistant at the Common- 
wealth Relations and Colonial Offices. 

Sidney Abrahams was one of three 
brothers who have distinguished them- 
selves in the athletic world (the other two 
being Mr. Harold Abrahams and Sir 
Adoiphe Abrahams). He represented 
Great Britain in the 100 metres and long- 
jump at the Olympic Games at Athens in 
1906 and at Stockholm in 1912. In 1913 
he was British amateur long-jump 
champion. He had represented Cambridge 
against Oxford in the long-jump in 1904, 
1905, and 1906, 

Sir Sidney is survived by bis wife (a 
daughter of the late G. Bowman, 
Headmaster of the Jews’ Free School) and 
a son and daughter. 

The funeral took place yesterday 
(Thursday) at the Golders Green 
Crematorium, under the auspices of the 
West London Synagogue. 


MR. W. LEBOVITCH 


The death occurred in Glasgow 
recently of Mr. Wolf Lebovitch, at 
the age of 72, writes our GLasGow 
CORRESPONDENT. 


Mr. Lebovitch had been actively 
engaged in the work of many communal 
mstitutions in the city for a long period. 
Although he had been in failing health 
for some time, he continued to render 
devoted service to the Crosshill Hebrew 
Congregation. He was Hon. Life Presi- 
dent and a former Chairman of the con- 
gregation, and at the time of his death 
was Chairman of the Building Fund 
Appeal Committee for the erection of a 
new synagogue 

He was formerly Parnass of the Great 
Central Synagogue. and had also occu- 
pied a similar office in the Netheriece and 
Clarksion Congregation. Mr. Lebovitch 
had ako been connected wih the Glas- 
gow Hebrew Burial Society for many 
years, being a member of the Council, 
and having formerly held the position 
of Treasurer. In adduion, he had been 
prominently identified with the Glasgow 
Jewish branch of the British Legion since 
iis inception 30 years ago. He was 
Hon. Life President. and had. served 
terms as Trustee, Treasurer, and Chair- 
man of the branch. 

In the First World War he served 
with the army in Egypt and Palestine. 


DR. BERNARD MYERS 


Dr. Bernard Ehrenfried Myers who 
died in London last week aged 85, was 
a leading London consultant physician 
in children’s diseases. 

He was born in New Zealand, was 
educated there and at Edimburgh and 
London. 

During the 1914-18 War Dr. Myers 
was acting Director of Medical Services, 
New Zealand Expeditionary Force. He 
held the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel 
(Reserve) and in 1917 was appoiied 
C.M.G. 

Dr. Myers was President of the clinical 
section of the Royal Society of Medicine 
in 1932-34. He contributed articles on 
childreh's diseases and infant feeding to 
medical journals and was the author olf 
two books on the same subjects.

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MENTAL HEALTH IN 
ISRAEL 


Three State Institutions 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Despite the fact that a large pro- 
portion of Israel's population consists 
of immigrants from backward 
countries whose cultural and social 
levels are extremely low, the statistics 
for mental deficiency in the Jewish 
State show that the situation is at 
least not more serious than in many 
Western countries, 


The actual numbers of mental defec- 
tives are, however, increasing with the 
size of the population. The ition 1s 
complicated by the fact that the State is 
so beset with other economic, social, and 
political problems that that of mental 
health tends to be neglected. 

This view was put to me by Mr. 
James Cummings, the Director of Givat 
Shemesh, in the Jud@an Hills, which is 
one of the three mental deficiency institu- 
tions in the country run by the Ministry 
of Social Welfare. Mr. Cummings has 
come to Britain from the institute, 
together with two madrichim (the nearest 
equivalent to male nurses here), at the 
invitation of members of the Jewish Aid 
Committee of the Friends of the 
Fountain Hospital (for mentally. defective 
children) in South London. They are on 
a three-week study tour of hospitals, 
occupation. centres, and special schools. 

Mr. Cummirigs told me that the main 
problems facing them were the lack of 
institutions and a shortage of moncy with 
which to improve the accommodation 
and equipment in existing institutions. 
There were three such institutions, he 
told me, with a total capacity of about 
300. At least another 700 children and 
400 adults were desperately 


«awaiting 
accommodation. The Ministry 
recently acquired a building im the 


Swedish village, near Jerusalem, where it 
was hoped eventually to accommodate 
up to 140 children with a section for 
young adults. .

Lack of interest in communal and

TEACHERS’ TRAINING SCHEME 


, Plan to Establish Institute

Subsequent to the circulation of the report of the Executive Com. 
mittee an additional report was issued. Attached to the first report was 
a memorandum on proposals for the establishment of an Institute of 


Teacher Training. The committee, it 
was stated, had approved the memo- 
randum for adoption by the Board. 

The additional report stated that 
the Executive Committee had met 
again to consider a request by the 
Chief Rabbi concerning the memo- 
randum. As a result of that meeting 
it had been proposed by Dr. Brodie 
and unanimously agreed by the com- 
mittee that the following statement on 
the memorandum be made at the 
Thursday meeting of the Board: 
“ The Chief Rabbi is inviting the 
Hon, Officers of the Board and those 
of Jews’ College, to meet ‘together in 
order to endeavour to agree on a plan 
in which the two bodies, together with 
other Anglo-Jewish educational 
authorities, would be ultimately asso- 
ciated, and at those meetings we shall 
put forward this plan. 

“Once these discussions with Jews’ 
College are complete, the Chairman 
shall submit what he hopes will be an 
agreed plan to the Board, and in order 
not to prejudice future discussions, the 


Chairman asks that this statement be 
accepted — by the Board without 
discussion.” 


Claims Conference Grant 


The memorandum stated that during 
his visit to Britain last year Dr. J. 
Shapiro, the then Dtrector of the 
Department of Cultural and Educational 
Reconstruction of the Claims Con- 
ference, had discussed with Mr. S. §. 
Levin some contribution that the Claims 
Conference might make for the benefit 
of Anglo-Jewish Education. They had 
both agreed that there was the need to 
provide an Institute of Teacher Training 
to train secular teachers for Jewish day 
schools, who would also be available 
for synagogue classes and Talmud Torahs. 
The result had been a grant of £7,500 
to the London Board for this purpose 
The Board was the trustee of the 
grant and was alone answerable to the 
Claims Conference for the money; 
nevertheless, it was the obligation of the 
Board to make the new Teacher Train- 
ing institute available to the whole 
community. It should, therefore, be the 
we of policy to secure the widest 
affiliation of communal educational 
bodies in order to avoid the growth of 
parallel schemes of Teacher Training 
and in order to create the possibility of 
recruitment of 


students on a nation- 

wide scale. 
The London Board, the memorandum 
went on, hoped that the.

that a permanent foundation might be 
achieved in Teacher’ Training A 
further advantage of the present pro- 
posal was that it might be able to

Integrated System Needed 


A further problem was the need to 
provide for primary school teachers who 
do not require so rigorous a course. 

_ All those problems required an 
integrated system of teacher training 
in a specific Institute of Teacher train- 
ing. In that direction, too, lay the only 
hope ultimately of securing recognition 
as a Denominational Teacher Trainine 
College. 

To achieve these plans, the 
memorandum stated, the following 
approach had been put forward as 
likely to win most approval. 

(1) The Institute of Teacher Training shail be 
under the managemen of the London Board as 
the body responsible to the Claims Conference. 


(2) The Council of the Institute should be- 


widely representative and include the Chief Rabbi 
as President and the leading rabbinical and lay 
authorities in Anglo-Jewish cducation as Vice- 
Presidents 

(3) The following bodies. should be invited to 
send a representative to the Council: the 
London Board of Jewish Religious Education. 
Jews’ College, the Jewish Memoria! Council, 
the Centra! Council for Jewish Religious Educa. 
tion, Provincial Education Boards, Jewish Day 
School Bodies, and the Yeshivot (to include 
Gateshead, Yeshivah Etz Chaim. etc). 

(4) There should be an Executive Commitiec, 
the Chairman of which would be appointed by 
the London Board as the body answerable to 
the Claims Conference. Other membership 
should be decided as a result of reasonable 
discussion. 

(S) The Institute should have its own 
Education Committee, which shall be fairly repre- 
sentative of the bodies participating.

JERUSALEM CALLING 


Who Brings Forth Bread from the 
Waters 


Among us m Jerusalem there lives 4 
famous man who has just turned 83 
the agronomist, Dr. Soskin. He was a 
friend of the late Dr. Herzl and one of 
the noted people of the Zionist Move- 
ment. 

Despite his age it is possible to see 
Dr. Soskin sitting in a small café in Gaza 
Road, a central street in the well-known 
neighbourhood in Jerusalem, Rehavia.”’

Britain’s Attitude to Israel's

A Foreign Office spokesman on 
Wednesday claborated on the reply 
by the Foreign Secretary, Mr. Selwyn 
Lioyd, to a question put by Sir Lynn 
Ungoed-Thomas (Labour) in | the 


Commons on Monday. 


Mr. Lioyd said: “Ff understand that 
the Government of Egypt takes the 
position that they (Israch ships) are not 
entitled to pass through the Canal under 
that Convention fof 1888]. I think it 
would -be very much beiter if we could 
get that problem legally interpreted as 
quickly as possibic.” 

The spokesman said that Mr. Lioyd had 
referred to what were really two prob- 
lems: (1) the 1951 resolution of the 
Security Council, which recognised the 
right of passage of Isracli ships through 
the Canal and requested Egypt to comply 
with that resolution: and (2) an inter- 
pretation of the 1888 Convention on the 
Suez Canal. That was a legal matter, 
and because there were legal doubts it 
would be ‘a good thing if the issue were 
to be legally determined ;

man added, would take no initiative 
whatever in bringing the maticr to the 
International Court. When pressed for 
nearly thece-quarters of an hour to 
explain why there was any legal doubt 
now, since all members of the Security 
Council, including Britain, had been of 
the opinion at that time thal there was 
no doubt about the legality of the Israch 
claim, the pokesinas replied that there

In reply to one question, asking whether 
the Britwsh Government had been m 
touch with the American Government 
about this change of emphasis, the reply 
ney conveyed the impression that there 
ad been such consultations.

Willingness by the smaller Austra- 
han Jewish communities to absorb

Mr. M. A. Braude. the Director- 
General of the World Ort Union, has 
left here for a three-week tour of Ort 
trade-schools in Israel. 
_ Over 1,000 persons have received trade 
instruction at Ort schools and workshops 
in the Jewish State since its foundation 
in 1948. This is in addition to some 
30,000 Ort trainees from the post-war 
D.P. camps of Europe who migrated to 
Israel and hundreds of recent immigrants 


- who were tramed in North Africa and 


Persia. 

The organisation's programme now 
includes training at 74 schools and. work- 
shops. as well as adult classes and

countrywide, offering education. and 
vocational-training services in 20 cities 
and towns.

Misconceptions by 
South Africans

JOHANNESBURG 
Current misconceptions in South 
Africa about Judaism and Jewish 
customs were discussed by Rabbi Dr. 
| ovis Rabinowitz, the Chief Rabbi of 
the United Hebrew Congregation of 
Johannesburg, in a recent article in a 


local newspaper. 

Discussion in Parliament on Apartheid 
in the churches has, it will be recalled, 
included pointed criticism of the Jewish 
community in view of the fact that Jewish 
members have joined in the controversy. 

Dr Rabinowitz, in the article, stresses 
that the main issue in the debate ts the 
fundamental question of freedom 
worshi 

The ‘debate revealed, he said, the mis- 
conception by a number of Members that 
Christians are not permitted to attend 
synagogue services and also that natives 
are barred from conversion to Judaism. 
Frequently, he added, Christians in South 
Africa were amazed to be told that they 
were permitted to attend synagogue 
services. On many occasions Christians 
and natives had been present at the 
solemnisation of barmitzvahs and 
weddings at his synagogue. | 

The absence of South African native 
people in Jewish congregations, Dr. 
Rabinowitz pointed out, was duc to the 
fact that Jews do not engage im 
missionary activity, although the last 
census revealed that a number of natives 
and Coloured people profess the Jewrh 
faith. 

Judaism. he declared, makes no 
distinction between White and Black.

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"SYNAGOGUE 
MEETINGS 


IN most instances only a tiny pro- 
portion of the members attended 
the annual meetings of the congre- 
gations of the United Synagogue. 
Women were mainly conspicuous by 
their absence, notwithstanding that, 
after a long struggle, they have won 
the right to participate in_ these 
gatherings. Unfortunately, neither 
men nor women generally appear to 
be much attracted by the business 
discussed, although a certain 
number seem interested in the 
elections. Thus, in the flourishing 
suburban community of Edgware, 
where it is reported that a record 
number of 240 persons voted at the 
elections, fewer than seventy of 
them remained for the meeting 
itself. The changing contemporary 
scene was reflected on this annual 
occasion.. At the Great Synagogue, 
which is the oldest constituent even 
though it is now very much in 
eclipse, valiant efforts were made to 
prove that this historic congrega- 
tion is really very much “alive.” 
But some miles away from the East 
End, the first annual meeting was 
being held in the West End of the 
new Marble Arch and Dyistrict 
Synagogue. 

At St. John’s Wood both the 
Minister and the Senior Warden 
were at one in deploring the general 
apathy of congregants, and it was 
said that interest in “ bricks and 
mortar” did not suffice. Yet build- 
ing projects formed the principal 
topic at most meetings. Our reports 
indicate that building or rebuilding 
plans were discussed at a great 
many congregations, among them 
being the Bayswater, Central, 
Edgware, Finchley, Golders Green, 
New West End, St. John’s Wood, 
Wembley, and Willesden Syna- 
gogues As regards the Central 
Synagogue, it was announced that 
the new building, which it ts hoped 
will be comp-et:d by November, 
will form one of the finest syna- 
gogues in Britain. The Chairman 
of the Building Co nmittee said that 
the new synagogue was. magnifi- 
cently designed (materials had been 
imported from Italy) and would 
have 910 seats. The total cost 
would be £210,000, of which 
£202,000 had already been collected. 
Nevertheless—-and what a_ sad 
reflection this is of the attitude of 
the average worshipper—70 per 
cent of the members of this con- 
gregation have not yet made any 
donation 

Iwo synagogues discussed build- 
ing matters that belong less to the 
architectural than the liturgical 
sphere. At Hendon a resolution 

. was passed that “the Almemar be 


placed in the centre. of the syna-— 


gogue.” It was agreed, however, 
that this rebuilding scheme (which 
it was estimated would cost over 
£2,500) would not have precedence 
over other “ more essential ” build- 
ing projects, such as the extension 
of premises for the Hebrew classes. 
At Hampstead Garden Suburb; it 
was suggested that the choir gallery 
should be equipped with acoustic 
aids. To this suggestion the Chair- 
man replied that the problem of. 
the choir would not be. solved 
merely by means of reflector 
screens. He was referring to this 
synagogue’s action in dismissing 
choristers discovered riding to 
synagogue on the Sabbath. How- 
ever, this difficulty does not seem 
to have deterred the neighbouring 
Golders Green Synagogue from 
establishing a boys’ choir in addi- 
tion to the adult choir. 

At Cricklewood, Hackney, and 
Willesden, the need was mentigned 
of strengthening the connection of 
children and youth with the syna- 

-gogue. There is certainly no more 
serious problem that could engage 
the attention of all congregants who 


are truly concerned for Anglo- 


Jewry’s religious future, Nor are 
synagogue services rendered more 
attractive by the lack of decorum, 
about which serious complaints 
were made at Finchley and Willes- 
den—although these are very far 
indeed from being the only 


offenders. 


However, as has already been 


mentioned, the chief interest—such 


as it is—of these meetings appears 
to be the elections. An invigorating 
change from the procedure that too 
often prevails was the election at 
Finchley of newcomers to all the 
offices. The minister at Bayswater 
praised “the excellent team-work 
of the Honerary Officers.” By way 
of contrast, however, pointed refer- 
ence was made at Hendon to 
“ differences of opinion “ among the 
Honorary Officers. This clash of 

rsonalities at Hendon has resulted 
in the curious situation’ that only 
one mame was on the nomination 
list for all three offices, as the other 
nominees withdrew from election. 
This unfortunate state of affairs 
will have to be remedied by still 
further elections. 


SUEZ SURRENDER 


AS can be fully understood in the 
circumstances, Israel is greatly dis- 
appointed at Britain's surrender to 
Nasser over the Suez Canal. 
Having themselves been compelled 
to bow to the exigencies of the 
situation, the people of Israel, as 
indeed millions in this country, see 
in this move the ultimate abandon- 
ment of any stand against the con- 
ditions imposed by Nasser over the 
use of the Canal. There is, of 
course, as has been shown in the 
statements of the Prime Minister 
and the Foreign Secretary and in 
the debate in the House of Com- 
mons much sympathy for Israel's 
case. But so far this is nothing 
more than verbal sympathy. After 
all, how can Britain help Israel now 
that she has admitted her own 
helplessness ? This newest surrender 
to Nasser is felt even more keenly 
in Israel, coming, as it does, after 
the fresh hopes raised by the 
friendly talks in Jerusalem last week 
between Mr. Hammarskjoeld and 
Mr. Ben-Gurion. The talks do not 
seem to have produced any definite 
results. But they have contributed 
to the removal of many misunder- 
standings which have accumulated 
since the Sinai campaign, and the 
effect of Mr. Hammarskjoeld’s 
many later consultations with 
Nasser. These gave the impression 
in some quarters that the Secretary- 
General was prejudied against 
Israel, even to the point of being 
antisemitic. His present visit, 
therefore, encouraged the view that 
in future he would be inclined to 
deal more sympathetically with 
Israel's problems. 

It all comes back, however, to 
the vital question of Israel's mght 
to use the Canal, a right which 
Western nations without exception 
admit is just. What is going to 
happen if Israel tries to enforce this 
right? In Israel there are strong 
elements impatiently demanding 
that action shall be taken now. 
There is some talk that in this 
planned action the Israeli Govern- 
ment is being encouraged abroad. 
No less disappointed than Israel by 
the British Government's action, 
France has now decided to bring 
the matter before the Security 
Council, and it is there that. the 
right to free passage through the 
Canal is to be discussed and dealt 
with again. In this situation Mr. 
Ben-Gurion may think it prudent 
to await further developments 
before deciding on a new challenge 
to Nasser, especially now that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has also made it 
clear that the United States, while 
admitting Israel's right to free 
passage, is definitely against the use 
of force. No immediate practical 
benefit could be derived from send- 
ing an Israeli ship at this moment, 
and although the world must not be 
allowed to forget the justice of 
Israel's claim, the Israelis, in. their 
new disappointment, would do well 
to desist from any precipitate 
action. 


JEWISH WOMEN’S WEEK 


From May 19 to 26 the enthu- 
siastic workers for Jewish Women’s 
Week will be engaged in their 
splendid endeavour to raise no less 
a sum than £50,000. It is signifi- 
cant that the women of our com- 
munity have created and developed 
such a symbol of unity as is 
represented by this annual cam- 
paign. With their own grand 
record of voluntary social service, 
they have played’a unique part in 
the development of social welfare 
services for women and children 
in Israel. They immediately recog- 


ised that all would be lost unless 


means were created to safeguard 
the health and well-being of the 
whole family. It was in this spirit 
that the work of Jewish Women's 


Week was instituted in 1948 and 
has progressed so successfully dur- 
ing successive years. lhe great 
voluntary women’s organisations 
have created services ready to be 
adapted to new and sometimes 
unexpected demands, and by means 
of devotion, self-sacrifice, and, 
perhaps most important of all, 
flexibility, they have been able to 
help various types of newcomers 
to_ become integrated Israeli citizens. 
This year the task will be more 
arduous than ever. The anticipated 
immigration of 100,000 will-include 
families from Western Europe and 
Egypt whose material and psycho- 
logical needs will differ greatly 
from those of the mainly Oriental 
immigrants of previous years. 
During the coming year the specific 
work will be carried out in ever- 
extending chains of clubs in towns, 
villages, and new border settle- 
ments, where the fresh settlers will 
be enabled to learn a new and satis- 
fying way of life. This campaign 
is more than a fund-raising effort ; 
it is a challenge to every Jewish 
woman in this country in this tenth 
year. The unique co-operation 
shown by the Jewish women of this 
country will be reflected* in the 
lessons in citizenship which Wizo 
and other women’s voluntary ser- 
vices are teaching to the newcomers. 


O0.A.M. JUBILEE 


IN our Manchester news will be 
found a report of the Diamond 
Jubilee Dinner of the Order of 
Ancient Maccabeans. This celebra- 
tion serves to direct attention to 
the history of an organisation, with 
its headquarters .in Manchester, 
which has exerted considerable 
influence on our communal! life. 
The Order. has been distinguished 
from others in the Friendly Society 
movement by the fact that it has 
always had the promotion of 
Zionism as a principal objective 
of its work. Its early members 
were zealous pioneers of Zionism, 


_and it was regarded as incumbent 


upon them all to take an active 
part in this new and then struggling 
cause. In 1903 the Order became 
Officially affiliated to the English 
Zionist Federation and it later 
made an outstanding contribution 
to the activities of the Zionist 
Movement. Dr. Weizmann, from 
his personal acquaintance with the 
Zionist work which it undertook 
from its Manchester centre. 
expressed the opinion that “the 
Order of Ancient Maccabeans had 
been the mainstay of the Zionist 
effort in this country.” During 
recent years, with the improvement 
in conditions of trade and industry 
generally, the working-class Jew, 
who constituted the backbone of 
the Order, has not felt the same 
need for its Friendly Society side. 
and his Zionist work has been 
adéquately catered for elsewhere. 
However, the ideals and principles 
for which the Order stands’ have 
made a lasting impression upon 
Anglo-Jewish history. 


ISRAELI BOXERS 

IT is with a feeling of keen antici- 
pation that all British. sportsmen 
have been awaiting the arrival of 
the Israeli amateur boxing team— 
the first ever to visit this country. 
There has probably never been a 
national boxing team with a more 
international flavour. There is the 
carpenter from Morocco, the 
welder from Egypt, the textile 
worker from Casablanca, the 
butcher from Poland, the municipal 
worker from Baghdad, the carpenter 
from Istanbul, the mining engineer 
from Hungary, as well as the sabras 
of Israel. They are all certain to 
receive a warm and wholehearted 
welcome from the British public. 


Although lack of facilities may have © 


prevented some of them from 
becoming as eXpert in boxing 
strategy as their British opponents, 
they can all be relied upon to show 
magnificent pluck and fighting 
spirit. A formidable task faces 
them, for at the Harringay Arena, 
London, next Tuesday they will 
meet a strong team from the 
London Amateur Boxing Associa- 
tion, and at the Manchester Free 
Trade Hall, a few days later, they 
will challenge the best boxers in 
the north-west of the country... But 
while everyone will wish them all 
success, the outcome of the bouts 
will not be the most important 
factor of their visit nor the most 
significant.. In victory or defeat 


they will be the representatives of 
a hardy young State which, even 
in its darkest hours, has never for- 
gotten the importance of sport as 
a means for the physical and mental 
well-being of its citizens.

Soviet Treatment of Jews 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisn CHRONICLE 


Sin.—As one who has always 
opposed thé tactics of certain Jewish 
organisations which pursued a policy 
of appeasement towards the Soviet 
Union, | would like to welcome the 
decision—overdue as it is--of the 
World Executive of the World Jewish 
Congress to condemn publicly the 
spiritual genocide of Russian Jewry. 

The nature of Soviet antisemitism needs 
some explanauon. 

Many people seem to think that anti- 
semitism is basically a form of racial dis- 
crimination, and as the official anti-Jewish 
manifestations in the U.S.S.R. are politi- 
cal, they conclude that Soviet ~ Jewish 
policy is not antisemitic. The régime's 
anti-Jewish measures are sometimes pre- 
semied as pari and parcel of a compre- 
hensive centralist policy directed against 
all religious or national minorities, Of 


course. it does not follow that Soviet 


policy is not anti-Jewish because iH is also 
ami-Catholic, as.one could not say that 
the Nazi régime was not anti-Jewish 
because it was equally anti-Gipsy. 

Official persecution can preserve a 
specific character even when it is not 
directed exclusively against one particu- 
lar seciion of society. 

kt goes without saying that the complete 
satisfaction of our demands for the free 
development of Judaism in the U.S.S.R., 
the liberation of Zionist leaders from 
Communist gaols, and the right of every 
Jew to emigrate to Israel, is incompatible 
with the very structure of the Leninist 
Siate, bul it is quite conceivable that in 
cértain circum#ances the Soviet leader- 
ship could be persuaded to become much 
more accommodating. If it comes to 
any negotiations between the representa- 
live Organisations of world Jewry and the 
U.S.S.R. a cardinal fact ougm to. be 
remembered. 

We cannot offer the Communisis any 
positive quid pro quo for their conces- 
sions. In other words, we cannot wrest 
concessions by offering material, military, 
or territorial inducements, and of course 
we cannot offer them ideological support 
in their struggle with the West. We are 
part of the Wesi. 

Does it follow that we would have to 
negotiate from weakness ? Not in the 
least. The U.S.S.R. provide us wit 
formidable weapon: Their outra 
treatment of their Jewish commudfitics. 
If we make it quite clear that 
force of Jewish public opinion al over 
the world will be mobilived in a refentless 
campaign of protest, the Soviet leaders 


- may realise how much they could gain if 


there were no grounds for such a cam- 
paign. However, before impressing the 
Communisis we must show them that we 
are able and willing to act. The Kremlin 
iS nOt impervious to world opinion, it 
is true that from time to time, when the 
very existence of the Soviet system is in 
jeopardy, world opinion is ignored, but 
with this exception. There is no country 
in the world which atlaches greater 
importance to world opinion than the 
Soviet Union. 

The alternative to the policy outlined 
above was a policy of buying temporary 
reliefs and insignificant concessions at afi 
impossible wilnessing,.in silence 
the gradual extincttag of Judaism in the 
Soviet world

HEBREW TEACHERS’ TRAINING 


The Ideal Solution 


Io the Editor of THe Jewisn CHRonicie 


is gratifying to note from 
your columns the attention now being 
focused on the subject of the training 
of teachers. Within recent weeks there 


have been three separate references to 
it: 

(a) The Central Council project for 
Jewish courses of study for Jewish 
teachers at secular training colleges (a 
proposal originally put forward by ‘the 
National Union of Hebrew Teachers in 
ts Memorandum of 1953); (b) The inti- 
mation of the £7,500 Claims Conference 
grant to the London Board specifically for 
teachers’ training; and (c) The plan to 
mstitute at Jews’ College combined 
courses for training State-recognised day 
school teachers plus Hebrew teachers, 

The first-mentioned still commands our 
support as a short-term interim measure, 
but it is on the last-named plan that the 
N.U.H.LT, Executive would now like to 
comment. 


In theory it would seem to approximate 
closely to the Union's own proposal for 
a Jewish denominational training colle 
under the Ministry of Education—t 
main submission of our 1953 Memoran- 
dum. But we find two importam differ- 
ences which, in our view, make the Jews’ 
plan wnaccepiable as it. now 
stands: 


(1). The chief drawback is the fact that .

Editor. 
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HE emigration of Jews from 
3 Poland has been taking place 

recently through two different 
channels—via Austria and Italy 
and by sea from the Pclish port 
of Stettin to the French port of Le 
Havie. After disembarking at Le 
Havre, immigrants are taken by rail 
to Marseilles and then sent to 
various centres to await transport 
to Haifa. 

1 recently visited one of these aliya 
centres about 25 miles from Mar- 
scilles. The main building once 
served as a Youth Aliyah centre. It 
is surrounded by magnificent forests 
and vineyards. The centre looks like 
» haven of peace and freedom, but 
this gmpression is superficial, The 
few hundred Jews at the centre are 
themeelves a painful reminder that 
the tragedy which started in Sep- 
rember, 1939, has not yet finished. 
They are a reminder of life in Nazi 
and Russian camps. After 18 years 
of suffering, after their post-war dis- 
iHusionment, they are now on the way 
to Israel. 

in the main, it is young and middie- 
aged Jews with two or three children 
who are to be found in the centre. 
They are an ideal element for a 
country - like Israel. The majority 
have trades—locksmiths, mechanics, 
electricians, etc. Many of them are 
highly skilled, Factories in Poland 
where they had been employed had 
to be closed when they left the 
country. There ate also doctors and 
veterinary surgeons in the centre. A 
number of the’ immigrants occupied 
high positions in Poland. But jt is 
interesting to note that few followed 
“ Jewish trades “—tailoring and shoe- 
repairing 


New Way of Life 


A number of the Jews who lived 
through the Hitler period in Poland 
decided to cut themselves off trom 
the Jewish community and to adopt 
Polish names and the Polish way of 
life. The period immediately after 
the hberation from the Nazis was onc 
of comparative freedom for this 
clemem, as they were given every 
encouragement to integrate themselves 
into the Polish way of life. The later 
penidd of Stahnist oppression and the 
revival of. the deep-rooted antisemit- 
ism yn the country further encouraged 
these assipmlationsts to abandon 
ther Jewishness. The majority of the 
Jewish community, however, did not 
choose this road to national suicide 
and decided to continue living openly 
a Jewish life. 

The October upheaval in Poland 
which brought Gomulka to power also 
hrought with it an upsurge of anti- 
semitism. The antssemites came out 
from their hiding places, So strong 
was this weve of antisemitism that it 
hit not only those Jews who had not 
disguised their Jewishness but even 
those who had tried to hide their 
Jewish origin under assumed names. 
In fact, these assimilationists were 
even more affected by the antisemitic 
outburst, Some of these Jews had 
been able to survive the Nazi. terror 
by clauming that they were genuine 
Slavs. But the Polish antisemites had

sharper eyes than the Nazis in dis- 
covering who were Slavs and who 
were not. 

Particularly tragic was the effect on 
the Jewish children. Many of these 
children had not known that they were 
Jews, bit they suddenly began to 
be persecuted not only by other 
schoolchildren but also by their 
teachers. These Jewish children came 
home with tears streaming from their 
eyes and asked their parents: “Why 
do they say that I killed Jesus ? Why 
am | different from the other 
children?” This persecution of the 
children finally convinced the Jews 
that they should leave Poland. Even 
the most fervent assimilationists were 
driven by this persecution towards 
settling in Israel. 

It is difficult to estimate how many 
Jews are leaving Poland. Every Jew 
1 asked told me only the position in 
his own locality: “In our town 90 per 
cem of the Jews have registered for 
emigration”; “in my district 80 per 
cent”; “in our locality 75 per cent.” 
Only in Warsaw did the Jews want to 
remain. Here they felt more secure. 
and many of them held important 
positions. But recently even Warsaw 
Jews have been applying in large 
numbers for exit: permits. This is 
due to the increasing antisemitism, the 
concessions made by Gomulka to 
the Stalmists. and the obscurity of 
the Polish political scene. 

Among the wnmugranits are to be 
found leading Jewish Communists. 
Their decision to emigrate was due 
not only to the general antisemitism 
in the country, but also to their having 
been betrayed by their Polish comrades. 
Polish Communists under the present 
Gomulka régime have shown them- 
selves just aS much antisemitic as the 
Polish reactionaries, Jewish factors 
workers told me that the leaders of 
the Communist Party “cells” in the 
factories were the first to instigate 
the dismissal of Jews. The Jewish 
Communists were greatly embittered 
by this experience and applied for 
exit permits. 

Tragic Aspect 

Among those who have left or are 
leaving Poland are some members of 
the staffs of the Jewish Communist 
newspaper, Fouxs-SztyMe, the Jewish 
Historical Commission. the Jewish 
Museum, and various Jewish cultural 
organisations, and about 60 per cent 
of the members of the Jewish State 
Theatre which recently visited Lon- 
don. This emigration has its rather 
tragic aspect. In Poland there are 
enormous quantities of historical 
Jewish documents and ancient relics 


and laree numbers of famous builkd- — 


ings and ancient cemeteries. Who will 
look after them when the Jews leave ” 


is significant that the majority . 


of the Jewish Communists have 
chosen countries other than Israel in 
which to settle. For years these Com- 
munists have been in the forefront in 
the campaign of slander aeainst the 
State of Israel and the Jewish neople. 
Their behaviour durine the Slansky 
trial and during the Russian “ doctors” 
plot” will never be forgotten. These 
Communists have. therefore decided 
that it would be best for them to live 


in countries where they could more 
easily hide their identities. 

In the French aliya centre are to 
be found a group of Jews whose 
appearance is particularly striking. 
They have pale, wrinkled faces, white 
hair, and lustreless eyes. These are 


some of the Polish Jews who had 
arrived recently in Poland from 
Russia. Among them are some Jews 


who were “freed” by the Red Army 
and later spent many years in Russian 
prisons and camps. Others left 
illegally for Russia before the war to 
settle in a land in which they placed 
sO many hopes. Their hopes and 
dreams were quickly destroyed in the 
Soviet prisons and Siberian camps. 

Under the agreement signed by 
Khruschev and Gomulka, about 
500,000 Poles in Russia are to be 
allowed to return. Among them are 
believed to be about 50,000 Jews. Up 
to now about 10.000 Jews have 
returned. These formerly lived in 
cities and towns which then belonged 
to Poland, such as Vilna, Lvov. 
Grodno, and Pinsk. Other Polish 
Jews who are now distributed over 
the enormous aréas of Soviet Russia 
have not yet benefited greatly from 
the agreement. 


Requests to Leave 


Almost all the Jews who return to 
Poland from Russia are requesting 
permits to leave the country for 
Israel. At the beginning no difficul- 
ties were placed in their way, but 
lately it has not been so casy to obtain 
exit permits and there are rumours 
that no more permits are now being 
granted. 

There is another tragic aspect to 
this return. In the Polish-Russian 
agreement there is a clause that those 
Poles who were serving a prison sen- 
tence in Kussia must on arrival in 
Poland complete their sentence in a 
Polish prison! There are a number 
of Jews among those who are now 
in Polish instead of Russian prisons. 

There is an atmosphere of hope in 
the French aliya centre. This is par- 
ticularly significant in view of the 
fact that these Jews have for vears 
been subjected to Communist propa- 
ganda. Even the questions which 
these Jews ask about Isracl and about 
the free world show that. they have 
been given false information. K js a 
pity that the Jewish Agency, which 
is in charge of the centre, should not 
have provided these people with infor- 
mation about Israel: about schools. 


. kindergartens, and employment oppor- 


tunities. 
The optimism among these Jews is 
really striking. I do not know if 


there are many religious Jews among 
them, but on everyone's lips is the 
phrase. ~ God be praised.” They 
thank the Almighty that their children 
will no longer return from school 
repeating a song that the Jews 
murdered half of the Polish nation. 
“ Thanks be to God that we shall now 
be able to live as free men and as 
Jews.” they told me. 

These 400 Jews are enacting a small 
part of the great Jewish drama——the 


drama of the ending of the 1.000- 
vear-old history of Jewish life in 
Poland.

HEN we are beset by 
“problems,” and think 
them peculiar to our own 


time, when we read the various 


miserable anti-Jewish accusations 


that are made from time to time by 
our ill-wishers, and we wish the 
Jewish Defence Council to come 
to our aid with ammunition for the 
answers, we may find, by reference 
to old, forgotten literature, that 
truly “there is nothing new under 
the sun.” It has all been said—and 
answered—before, and perhaps will 
go on being said and answered as 
far into the unforeseeable future 
as anyone may guess. 
We are not relieved by our pessi- 
mism, however, from going on 
answering. Pessimism must give way 
to optimism, the hope that one day 
the truth will force jts way into the 
head of even the worst antisemite. 
Maybe one ought to say “heart” 
more than ~ head”! However, I 
have found a melancholy sort of 
interest in a recent perusal of an carl 
Anglo-Jewish periodical, 01 
(“Cos Yeshuot,” the “ Cup of Salva- 
tion), which was published from 
Liverpool and edited by the Rev. 
D. M. Isaacs and Mr. Moses Samuel, 
in 1846. Issue No. 9 of Volume I had 
among its literary treasures 4 reprint 
of an article “ from ‘ Moral and Reli- 
gious Tales for the Young of the 
Hebrew Faith. adapted from the 


French, by Mr, A. Abraham, of 
Liverpool,” which dealt with 
“ Labour “—not the political move- 


ment but plain hard work, and the 
Jewish tradition and habit of engaging 
in 

Obviously even in 1846 Jews had 
to withstand the accusation that they 
were a-.- non-productive” element, 
and the author therefore animadverts 
upon the dignity of labour, and its 
necessity for the full life, both mental 
and physical. After dealing at length 
with the moral and philosophical 
aspects. he goes on to quote some 
interesting history, with appropriate 
footnotes for his sources. | cannot 
do better than quote him. 


Biblical Injunction 


“In all time.” he writes, ~ industry 
has. been held in honour among 
Israelites. The Bible tells us that the 
Deity laboured six days in the creation 
of the world; not that fatigue or 
repose can be attributed to the Ommni- 
potent, but because the Book of 
Genesis teaches us a sublime lesson, 
and ennobles labour in thus display- 
ing the work of the great Architect 
of the Universe. 
patriarchal saints led an 
active life. They tilled the grownd, 
they raised their flocks, and occupied 
themselves with agricultural and 
domestic duties. In Egypt, under the 
Pharaohs, the sons of Jacob were 
Oppressed with the task of day 
labourers. In the desert, in the con- 
struction of the sacred tabernacle and 
the ark, they displayed a combimation 
of skill and industry—of the dyer, 
caster, goldsmith, and embroiderer. 
In the Holy Land, the Israelites pur- 


HE Human Rights Commis- 

sion recently. ended its 

thirteenth session at Geneva. 
The practical results were very 
meagre. In fact, the Commission 
took only one substantive decision 
during the four weeks. of its 
deliberations, a resolution on the 
celebration of the tenth anniversary 
of the Universal Declaration of 
Human Rights. On all other items 
on its agenda it took -only 
procedural steps, by either return- 
ing the matter to a sub-commission 
for reconsideration, or setting up 
an ad hoc study committee, or 
sending the relevant documents to 
all -member-Governments of the 
United Nations for their comments. 


Rights of the Child 


Thus no positive decision was taken 
on any of the matters of special 
Jewish interest. The draft Declaration 
on the Rights of the Child was sent 
to the Governments ; the question of 
a second Conference of Non-Govern- 
mental Organisations on Discrimina- 
ion was referred back to the 
Sub-Commission; the set of ten 
guiding principles .on discrimination 
in education, adopted by the Sub- 


Commission on Prevention of Dis- . 


crimination, was referred to the 
Goveraments and specialised agencies 
for comments, as was also the ques- 
tion whether. a Convention against 
Discrimination in Education should 
be drawn up. | 

On the Right of Asylum, from the 
Jewish point of view the most impor- 
tant item, only very limited progress 
was made. Professor René Cassin 
(France) submitted a “preliminary 
draft Declaration on the Right of 
Asylum,” which, if adopted, would 
Safeguard — victims ..of . persecution 
against forcible return to the country

where they were subject to persecution 
and secure their temporary admission 
once they presented themselves at the 
frontier of a country of asylum. The 
Declaration also would state that 
responsibility lies with inter- 
national community—the United 
Nations—to help countr.es that find 
themselves in difficulties because they 
are granting asylum to a large num- 
ber of persecuted people. 

This French draft was in substance, 
although not in wording, identical 


with proposals made in a memoran- 


dum to the Human Rights Commis- 
sion by the Co-ordinating Board of 
Jewish Organisations ithe British 
Board of Deputies, the B'nai B'rith, 
and the South African Board of 
Deputies). As the matter was reached 
only. towards the end of the session, 
the French realised that there was 
insufficient time for a decision to be 
reached. They proposed therefore 
that their draft should be sent to the 
Governments, so that at the next 
session a decision could be reached 


_in the light of the comments by the 


Governments. 
During the discussion on the French 
resolution the British delegate showed 


much sympathy with the idea of the 


French resolution, without commit- 


ting the British Government, and he 
took the opportunity to summarise 


and to recommend the memorandum 
of the Co-ordinating Board. 
The French resolution. to send the 


draft Declaration to all Governments. 


was eventually adopted, after all 
contentious pomts had been removed, 


all mention of the possi- 
il 


ity of adopting a binding Conven- 
tion, Only Russia and the Ukraine 
voted against and Poland abstained. 


i The last meeting of the Commission | 


-——before the formal adoption of the 
report—led to some heated incidents. 
Ceylon wanted to raise the question 
of the violation of Human Rights in 
Algeria. France, on a point of order, 
queried the competence of the Com- 
mission to deal with individual coun- 
tries. Britain and Italy supported the 
French objection, the Italian delegate 
Stating that if Algeria were put on 
the agenda he would ask for Hun- 

ry to be put on the agenda too. 

he Russian delegate moved the 
adjournment of a decision on the com- 
petence of the Commission to the 
following day. This was adopted by 


three votes to none with 13 
abstentions. 
Later the Commission decided to 


hold no meeting the following day— 
thus the matter was disposed of by 
a kind of trick. A clumsy attempt by 
the particularly ineffective Iraqi dele- 
gate to raise the matter again during 
the adoption of the report was quickly 
ruled out of order. 

A second incident occurred when 
Professor Cassin proposed to place 
the Slavery Convention on the agenda 
of the next session. He utilised the 
opportunity to chide the Arabs. by 
referring to the fact that people were 
sold into slavery after being lured to 
a pilgrimage to Mecca. The Lebanese 
delegate interrupted furiously, accus- 
ing Professor Cassin, in a very rude 
manner, of having insulted Islam. 
Professor Cassin vigorously denied 
this, and after some heated argument 
the debate fizzled out. 

After that the Commission went 
into secret session to take note of 
“Communications” (a euphemism 
for complaints). But as the Commis- 
sion discussed the whole prirciple of 
Communications it was decided to 


publish the records of the “ secret” 
session, during which Israel, Ceylon, 
and the Philippines strongly objected 
to the farce of receiving” com- 
plaints without the right to discuss 
them. let alone to act on them. As 
this system, however, is- based on a 


decision by Ecosoc, the superior body, 


they could not do anything but 
protest, 
The non-Governmental organisa- 


tions, of coursé, are in an even worse 
position. ° They are not allowed in 
any way to criticise any Government 
for having violated human rights. All 
the Jewish N.G.O.s “ould have liked 
to raise the question of violation of 
human rights in Egypt, but they could 
not do so. When speaking on the 
right of asylum, the representatives of 
the Co-ordinating Board and the 
World Jewish Congress referred to 
Jews expelled from Egypt. 
Discussion Prevented 

The Consultative Council of Jewish 
Organisations wanted to submit a 
memorandum on the situation in 
Egypt, but as the U.N. Secretariat 
was not permitted to circulate it as 
a U.N. document, the C.C.J.0. had 
to send it as private letter to the indi- 
vidual delegates who, in their turn, 
were not even permitted to discuss it. 

If people think the Human Rights 
Commission can protect human rights 
they are mistaken... The Commission 
can only lay down general principles 
or draft legal texts. lt must, of course, 
be admitted that a Commission cor- 
sisting of Governmental — delegates 
receiving instructions from their 
Governments would not be a suitable 
and impartial body to sit in judgmem ; 
but if the United Nations want their 
human rights programme to be taken 
seriously they must consider creating 
a judicial body of a nen-political

sued agriculture with such zeal, that 
‘the fertility of the plains of Judea 
was proverbial; and they prepared 
and wove the wool of iheir flocks 
superior to the Hindoos of Cash- 
mere,”* 

“ Labour was so general in Pales- 
lune, that Saul, though proclaimed 
king, returned again to the plough; 
and David, when he was elevated to 
the throne, was shepherd to the flocks 
of his father.§ Nearly every descrip- 
tion of industry flourished at Jeru- 
salem ; and during the rabbinical era, 
manual labour was held in such 
honour, that the compilers of the 
Talmud were distinguished by their 
occupation. Thus we find Rabb 
Jochenan, the ‘shoemaker’: R. 
Joseph, the ‘ carpenter’: R. Isaac, the 
‘smith’; and R. Simeon, the © weaver.’ 
At Babylon, Lydia, and Phyrgia, they 
were renowned under Antiochus for 
their skill in agriculture. At Rome, 
they built the theatre of Vespasian. 
During the dominance of the Gauls, 
they alone preserved the germ. of 
industry among the barbarians by 
whom they were surrounded. Under 
the Visigoths, the wines of Jewish 
growth were celebrated; and under 
the Saracen Moors, they established in 


Spain numerous. manufactories of 
leather and paper. In France, from 
their first establishment in that 


country, they were noted dyers and 
goldsmiths, and obtained reputation 
for the art of finishing guns and 
embroidering in gold and silver. They 
introduced and matured at Trevoux, 
the best mode of refining and drawing 
gold; and in the eleventh, twelfth, 
and thirteenth centuries. they success- 
fully followed various trades and 
mechanical arts. 


Offer to Free Gascony 


“In the reign of Phillip Augustus, 
they had established in Paris forty-two 
cloth manufactories. In the sixteenth 
century, they offered to free the lands 
of Gascony, if permitted to re-enter 
France! In 1550, Henry the Second, 
in the letters patent by which he per- 
mitted them to establish themselves 
at Bordeaux and Bayonne, admitted 
that it was ‘in consideration’ of the 
wealth they produced to the country 
by theit “manufactures and industry.’ 
They introduced into Sicily the culture 
of indigo ; into the Brazils that of the 
sugar cane; and by their emigrations 
to the confines of Africa, and to the 
colonies of America, Jews have been 
instrumental in disseminating the arts 
of civilisation, In Italy they very early 
established important manufactories. 
Pope Sextus the Fifth granted to a 
rabbi named Meir the first patent for 
manufacturing silk. Portugal is 
indetted to them for the introduction 
of printmg¢; and Holland owed to 
Hebrew artisans its superiority in the 
working of gems. 

~ Poland reckoned within its limits, 
in 1538, ten thousand Jewish artisans. 
Nearly all its roads have been made 
by Hebrew labourers. The official 
return to the Diet, in 1830. reported 
113,893 as the number of Israelite 
artists and workmen distributed in 
Poland.** 

“ Since 1573, the Jews of Morocco 
have followed the trades of saddlers, 
shoemakers, and. dyers. and at the 
present day they are considered the 
best goldsmiths in the country, At 
Tunis, and in. the States of 
Barbary, they abound as agriculturists. 

“In Palestine, Ethiopia, Egy, and 
Greece, in a considerable part of 
Russia, the Ukraine, and the Indies, 
the Jews obtain their principal means 
of subsistence by agriculture and 
manual labour. In Abyssinia. the 
Falasjas, or “ Black Jews, furnish the 
country with masons and smiths : and 
their superiority in mechanical skill 
is there so superior. as to be attributed 
to a supernatural power.$§ 


Numerous Distinctions 


“In the principal countries of 
Europe, the Israelites are not strangers 
to any of the arts; and in France, 
the products of their manufactures 
have obtained numerous distinctions 
at the exhibitions of natural industry.” 

In the light of present-day circum- 
stances, I find two of the items men- 
tioned above of more than average 
interest: the statement that agricul- 
ture and manual labour are—not 
were—the principal means of subsis- 
tence of Jews in Palestine, among 


other places—and that was long 
before the modern Zionist land 
colonisation had begun; and the 


details of the large number of Jewish 
artisans and workmen in Poland over 
100 years ago. 

The essay ends with the truiem, 
vouched for by a Bishop of Blois, 
in a “Memoir in Favour of Jews,” 
that “ Israelites only ceased exercising

CARPETS 
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REBBITZEN OF HAYMARKET 


By BETH-ZION ABRAHAMS 


HE Rev. Arthur Barnett, 
talking on one occasion 
about the old Haymarket 


Synagogue, made a passing refer- 
ence to “the Rebbitzin of the 
- Haymarket.” 

“Who was she ?” I asked. 

“Was ?” he repeated, then smiled. 
“Is.” he continued, adding with a 
broader smile, “and unmarried. And 
not Jewish. If you are interested,” he 
added, “ why not get her to tell you 
all about herself ? I can give you her 
address.” 

Soon I was writing to a Miss Amy 
Savage, living in Bloomsbury. Within 
a few days I received a reply naming a 
time for me to call, 

Miss Savage, who opened the door 
to me, turned out to be very short, 
hright-faced, and white-haired, She 
welcomed me, and §$00n Wwe Were in 
the sitting-room. There I met a dark, 
obviously Jewish gentleman, who was 
introduced as Mr. Aubrey Davids. 

| explained to Miss Savage that I 
was interested in learning of her con- 
nection with the one-time synagogue 
in the Haymarket, and in response | 
received a revelation, intimate and 
personal, realistically stereoscopic such 


as seldom illumines the flat and 
factual pages of text-book history. 
London Accent 


Miss Savage, alert and active despite 
her 80 years, told me the story of her 
life. Mr. Davids, who proved to be a 
son of the Rev. Hermann Davids, 
chazan of the Haymarket Synagogue 
in the “90s, confirmed and enlarged on 
what Miss Savage sajd. 

She spoke with an unmistakable 
london accent, and began by saying 
that her father had been a tailor. As 
far as She knew she was of English 
descent without Celtic or Scottish 
admixture. When a girl of 13, close 
on 70 years ago, she entered the house- 
hold of Chazan Davids, to help to 
look after the young and growing 
family. Ever since she has been con- 
nected with and interested in things 
Jewish. 

The Haymarket Synagogue was situ- 
ated in St. Alban’s Place, behind Her 
Majesty's Theatre. It had the unusual 
distinction of being above stables. It 
must be remembered that in those days 
horses were the means of transport 
and stables were as prevalent and 
essential as garages today. The syna- 
eogue ahd vestry rooms were on the 
floor above and it often happened that 
prayers were recited to the accompani- 
ment of the horses’ kicking hooves. 

The Davids family lived on the 
second floor and here it was that the 


oung Amy had her first groundings in 
udaism. She soon picked up the 


niceties and practices of orthodoxy,. 


learning fifst to differentiate between 
milchig and fleishig. It did not take 
her long to know the different times 
for davvening. “Once the boys were 
barmitzvah,” Mr. Davids interjected, 


“there was no breakfast for them 
from Amy until they had laid /efillin 
and davvened.” 

“Of course not,” declared Miss 
Savage, “ because this is the Din.” 

Yom-Tovim had  thejr special 
observances also. On Yom Kippur 
she, too, fasted together with the 
farmly, and did so even today. In 
particular she remembered the won- 
derful Seder nights--and here Mr. 
Davids agreed nostalgically that they 
were wonderful, Apart from the 
immediate Davids family there were 
others joming in the celebration of this 
mest family of all Jewish festivals. 
Often as many as 35 people were 
seated round the table. The dining- 
room above being too small, the 
vestry-room was used in its place. 

In those day$ it -was no unusual 
practice for City magnates leaving 
their banks and businesses late on 
the Friday to walk all the way to the 
Haymarket so as not to desecrate the 
Sabbath, On Yom Kippur they would 
arrange to stay overnight in a near-by 
hotel. Members came from all over 
the West End. Nor were all the con- 
gregants prosperous merchants or 
gentlemen of ease. There were many 
of the new immigrants, Polish and 
other East European Jews, instinc- 
tively gravitating to the synagogues, 
the part-of Anglo-Jewry where they 
did not feel alien in the new and 


CHILD NUTRITION EXPERT 


By a Jewisn Curonicie Reporter 


Mrs, Helene Kadane, a keen worker 
for Umcef in .New York, who is 
visiting London for the first time, told 
me that she felt nutrition guidance for 
the children in underdeveloped coun- 
tries was of the utmost importance in 
solving those countries’ economic 
problems. 


Mrs. Kadane is the representative of 
ihe Consultative Council, of Jewish 
Orgamsations on the Non-Governmental 
Organisation Committee of Unicef. She 
'S also Chairman of Unicef's special sub- 
committee on nutrition. 

The basic problem was to find suilable 
high-protein-content. foods that could be 
produced in the countries in question. 
Al present lack of such foods meant that 
the children were stunted. in their growth 
and general development and generally 
prey to disease, 

_AS one step in the right direction Mrs. 
Kadane has been campaigning for the 
addition of vitamins to the skimmed milk 
being distributed to underprivileged chil- 
dren. The proposal has now been 
adopted by Unicef, 


Mrs. Kadane, who worked as a bacteri- 
ologist before her marriage, first became 
interested in the work of Unicef on hear- 
‘ng a lecture about it in New York about 
‘xX years ago. She offered to help and 


has been associated with ut through the 
C.C.J.0. ever since. 

She tald me that Isracl was very keen 
to receive help and guidance in Unicef 
nutrition projects—dast year two pasteur!s- 
ing plants were established in Isracl which 
led to a tremendous increase in milk- 
drinking on the part of children and 
adults who could for the first time drink 
milk without worrying about the need to 
boil it first. 

One of the main contributions which 
the C.C.J.0O. made was in the imaugura- 
tion of the successful anti-trachoma drive. 

Mrs. Kadane hopes to persuade mem- 
bers of the A.J.A. and any other Jewish 
organisation that might be interested to 
see that they are represented on the 
newly formed national committee of 
Unicef in this country—as she feels the 
important humanitarian task undertaken 
by the organisation is one with which 
Jews should associate themselves. 

Mrs. Kadane is here on holiday with 
her husband. Their son and daughter are 
at school in the United States.

strange country which they found 
themselves. hey wore distinctive 
dress and adhered strictly to the 
customs of Judaism as practised in 
their native lands. 

To illustrate an incident, Miss 
Savage, talking of these Polish Jews, 
broke jnto Yiddish. Her Yiddish had 
a marked German accent, and I 
learned that she had picked up the 
language from Chazan and Mrs. 
Davids. Mr. Davids remarked that his 
father had been a chazan in Breslau 
before he came to England. 

“ Yes,” said Miss Savage, “ when 
the shool later moved to Alfred Place 
the minister didn’t know Yiddish and 
I had to translate for him when some- 
one came who couldn't talk English.” 

There were many synagogue-goers 
at the end of last and the beginning of 
this century who knew no English. 
For these men, scholars for the most 
part, and all of them learned in the 
Torah and lovers of, as she herself 
said, Yiddijshkeit, Miss Savage . had 
great admiration. Many were the rab- 
binical discussions she heard around 
the table as argument waxed hot and 
the Talmudic sing-song rose high. She 
heard, she listened, picking up in this 
way much Jewish learning. On one 
occasion—and this is deeply scored in 
her memory—as she was passing 
through the vestry, talk was waging 
in Yiddish on some jntricate point in 
the Law. One of the hatted, bearded 
men, spottjng her, cried out io the 
others “ Frag die Rebbitzin |!” ( Ask 
the Rebbitzin!”) 

From that day she was referred to 
as the Rebbitzin of the Haymarket. 


War-time Escape 


When the synagogue was transferred 
to Alfred Place and the Davids family 
grown up and away from the parental 
roof, Miss Savage continued her 
association by acting as caretaker. 
Indeed, she was part of the establish- 
ment. She was present at all functions. 
It was jn Alfred Place that Miss 
Savage had a miraculous escape at the 
time of the blitz. She always refused 
to go to a shelter. Every night, taking 
her small case of belongings with her, 
she would creep into the cupboard 
beneath the stairs. To all pleas that 
she should go to some recognised 
shelter she would answer firmly, “ If 
the shool goes, | go with it!” On May 
11, 1941, bombs were rained on Alfred 
Place. Many lives were lost. Many 
buildings were hit and destroyed, 
among them the synagogue. And there, 
among the rubble, unhurt, safe, her 
faith in her beloved synagogue vin- 
dicated indeed, was Amy Savage, in 
her cubby-hole waiting to be dug out, 

Though retired now from the service 
of the synagogue, Miss Savage lives 
her life according to the ways she 
learned when she entered Chazan 
Davids’ household. Her table is graced 
on Friday nights with Sabbath lights 
and fried fish and other Jewish 
specialities. The festivals are observed 
Not a Jewish 
happening that does not concern and 
interest her.

THROUGH FRENCH EYES 


The Eternal People 
La Tentation d'Exister. By E. M. 


Croran. Paris: Gallimard. 
Reviewed by SAMURL LANDMAN 


The recent political rapprochement 
between France and israel is based on 
identity of interests created by 
ecography and history. Here is a 
book, far removed from such con- 
siderations, in which an acute French 
psychologist and philosopher has 
penetrated into the very soul of the 
French Jew of today, finding in it the 

rmanent traces of a unique past. 

The author's one essay on the 
Jews entitled, “Un Peuple de 
Solitaires”” gave me uncommon 
pleasure. Many books have been 
written by non-Jews about Jews, 
whose survival from remote antiquity 
into modern times is both a riddle and 
, challenge. Toynbee cannot conceal 
his annoyance at the disconcerting 
invulnerability of the Jew to his laws 
of decay of civilisations. Very few 
are prepared to accept the simple 
explanation of the Jewash believer, 
viz. “He who watches over Israel 
neither slumbers nor sleeps.” Many 
Christian writers are inclined to 
ascribe Jewish suffering to their 
refusal to desert their religion. Even 
friendly Christian writers on Jews 
seem to me at times to regret what 
they consider Jewish obstinacy and 
arrogance while admiring their con- 
stancy. Shakespeare's master-mind 
reflected in the “ Merchant of Venice ” 
the deeply-rooted prejudice and 
hatred which filled the audiences in 
the Elizabethan theatre. 


Historic Destiny 


To open M. Cioran’s éssay on the 
lews is to enter a different world, a 
kind of intellectual and moral strato- 
sphere. The very first sentence is 
startling apd brings the reader to 
instant attention: “ Every man living 
is an actor In a drama; beimg a Jew 
is to have a part in another drama. 
[hus the Jew has the advantage of 
doubling ‘wo parts on life’s stage.” 
(lt sounds more effective still in the 
original French.) The essay is. full 
of such striking and profound 
observations. 

Here is & passage which made me 
thnk of Mendés-France and other 
French Jews who had reached the 
highest political position in France: 


Ihe Jew is a stranger. who 
speak in the of 
the native born, in the name of all if a 


ventures to express their sentiments. to 
he ther spokesman, what an undertaking ! 


There is mo ctowd that he can attract or lead 
or rouse, Somehow the trumpet he sounds 
is oot right for him. They will throw up 
against bim bis parents or his ancestors, 
remains repose far away in another country 
of another continent. Without w point 
to and explo, without being able tw speak 
for a cemetery, the Jew represents nobody 
except. himseli and only himecif. 
will be thrown aside at the very moment when 
his ideas prevail, when his words are embodicd 
im the law . A day comes when he becomes 
& Spectator. a dmappoinied man. What if he 
changes his country? The very same drama 

is bis scat, his certainty, 


M. Cioran is clearly not afraid to 
face the unpleasant fact that a Jew 
can never be fully a Frenchman in 
the eyes of the French. But in M. 
Cioran’s eyes the Jew is far superior 
to the French and all the rest of the 
nations. He considers the Jew's 
greatest gift, which has been handed 
down over the generations, to be that 
they were the ~ chosen people.” All 
other nations by comparison are 
parvenus. 


German Hatred 


Speaking of the anti-Jewish senti- 
ment of the Germans who claimed to 
be the “ Herrenrasse,” our author 
says: 

These two peoples, unconsciously atiracied 
to each other, could mever agree. How could 
the Germans, these ‘ arrivistes ’ of fate. forgive 
the Jews for ‘having a superior destiny 7 
Persecutions spring from hatred. not from scorn. 
Hatred is, in a sense, the reproach onc dare 
not make to oneself, an intolerance towards our 
own ideal realised by and in another When 
the Germans dream of icaving theif province 
and domimating the giobe. they naturally attack 
those who are found on more than one fronticr 
They dislike their facility to wproot themscives 
and their ubiquity. The Germans hated in the 
Jew the realisation of théir own dream, the 
to which they could not attain 
They wanted ako to be the chosen people but 
nothima predestined them for this rdle After 
trying t© acecierate the speed of history, thinking 
secretly to get away from H and leave it 
behind. they finished up by becoming even more 
entangied A nation cannot become the 
clect Dy either resolution or decree Stull lew 
by persecuting those of whose connection with 
cternity you are jealous.” 


Finally, a word of warning. Even 
M. Cioran cannot cross the barrier 
which divides Jew from non-Jew. In 
fact, | have never yet met a Gentile 
whose concept of Jews was identical 
with that of a Jew. Only a Gentile 
could write as M. Cioran does: 
“the Jew is so enamoured of paradox 
~—and the suffering it entails—that 
he will perhaps take up Christianity 
the moment it is universally dis- 
credited. Then the Jew will be 
persecuted for his new faith.” But 
these lapses are few: His interpreta- 
tion and analysis of the Jew have 
permanently enriched the world's 
knowledge of this subject,

Jacob's deception of his blind 
lather, Isaac, has. always seemed par- 
ucularly hard to reconcile with the 
Standard of integrity proper to one 
who was later to become a patriarch 
of his race, and many and varied have 
been the exouses made for him. Jean 
Cabniés, in his account of the episode, 
lakes the easy way out and makes 
the mother, Rebecca, wholly respon- 
sible; he depicts the yoting Jacob as 
having neither the self-respect nor the 
self-knowledge necessary to resist her. 
The main part of the fovel centres 
around Jacob's long sojourn with his 
uncle Laban, and his marriage to his 
cousins Leah and Rachel. The 
author's descriptions of the pitiful 
rivalry between the two sisters, of the 
loutish behaviour of their brothers, 
and of the wiliness of Laban himself, 
are brilliantly built up into a complete 
picture of family life. 


Family Life 


Unfortunately, it is a picture of 
French family life and not of the 
Biblical life of the time. Innumer- 
able references to ordering new black 
suus, to the dining-room with its 
flowered curtains and pots of 
écramiums on the window sills, to the 
kitchen range and other equipment, 
to verandahs and fancy staircases, to 
the superintendent of garbage and— 
incredibly—to Laban'’s bank manager, 
give the impression of a cosy existence 
in a suburban villa with all modern 
conveniences and a multiple. store 
within easy reach. This method of 
portrayal may be a deliberate attempt 
(0 bring the story within the scope 
and understanding ef the ordinary 
reader, but the obvious anachronisms 
have a jarring and discordant effect 
On our traditional ideas of the period 
although by contrast the poetry and 
imagery of the author's style are well 
in keeping with the grandeur of the 
Biblical text, 

What gives stature io the book, 
ywever, is the author's conception 
Of Jacob’s relationship with his God. 
_ Who, strangely enough, is shown as 
both friend and enemy of. the young 
man. When things go well, Jacob 
accepts “the “fact that’ the Lord” is 


looking after him, but when he suffers 
reverses, he attributes them to the 
hostility of the Almighty and not to 
his own shortcomings, and it is the 
measure of his spiritual growth when 
later he realises that God does not 
harbour the resentments of man. His 
impassioned plea to his Maker before 
the reunion with Esau-——”~ Give me the 
Strength not to be a fugitive from 
myself “—shows that he has at las! 
accepted responsibility for his own 
actions and gives promise of his 
greatness to come, 

* In retrospect, this novel can be seen 
as a series of dramatic conflicts: of 
the young Jacob with his mother 
Rebecca and his brother Esau; of 
Leah and Rachel contending for 
Jacob’s love; of Laban striving with 
his son-in-law for the leadership of 
the family ; and, finally, of the mature 
Jacob wrestling with the weakness in 
his own nature. The author's great- 
ness is that he brings us within sight 
and sound of these struggles so that 
in some degree we may make the 
past our own. )

The tithe “ The Lively Oracles” is 
taken from the ritual of the Corona- 
tion, when the Bible is presented to 
the new monarch. The work consists 
of pulpit addresses in which the books 
of the Hebrew Scriptures are described 
im their histoncal context. From a 
well-stored mind the lecturer quotes 
parallels illuminating the conditions 
in which the Biblical authors wrote. 
By this method he successfully demon- 
strates how often the Scriptural 
message has meaning for life in the 
modern age. ~ The handbook of life ~ 
is his description of the Bible. 

Since he was addressing a Christian 
audience, it is inevitable that he should 
constantly have his eye to the New 
Testament when speaking of the Old 
and make assumptions and draw com- 
parisons which are unacceptable to the 
Jew. For all that, his appreciation of 
“the natchless stories of the Old 
Testament,” the teachings of the 
Prophets, and the “unique body of 
religious literature,” the Psalms, is so 
deep that even a Jewish reader, with 


the above proviso, can follow his 
presentation with interest and 
advantage. 

Whereas Mr. Howse follows the 


Higher Critical reconstruction without 
question, Mr. Moyle acknowledges : 
“| am not unaware that some of the 
conclusions which I was then taught 
to regard aS axiomatic have been 
modified or even superseded in some 
instances, particularly with regard to 
the Old Testament.” Nevertheless. 
he, too. follows the critical dating of 
the documents. 


Modern Meaning 


His book deals with both the Old 
and New Testaments and has the pur- 
pose of making the Bible more under- 


Standable by the common man today. 


Since people are now sceptical about 
the miraculous, the author has the 
tendency, when treating narratives in 
both Testaments, to rationalise 
reported events. and eliminate — the 
supernatural. Some readers may feel 
that he employs a canon of interpre- 
tation which is not without its danger. 

A feature of the book which is 


irritating to the Jew is the way the. 


Rabbis are treated. The references 
disclose no first-hand knowledge of 


them or their doctrines but are the 
stereotypes which are the stock | 
opinions held by most Christian | 
theologians. 


The ‘authors share a strong convic- 
tion of the uniqueness of the ancient 
Scriptures and their relevance for 
today. 
which prevails they want it restored to 
the reverent attention of men 
women as a guide amid the confusion 
and perplexity of modern life.

At the annual meeting of the Society 
for Jewish Study, held last week at 
33 Seymour Place, W.1, tribute was 
paid to the late Rabbi Dr. Leo Baeck, 
a founder of the Society, who was the 
President until his death. 


Dr. E. J. Cohn, who presided, men- 
tioned that the Society had now been 
in existence for a decade. lis high 
standards of scholarship and research 


were being maintained, 


In presenting the annual report, Mr. 
Hugh Harms, the Hon. Secretary, said 
that their activities mcluded the weckly 
seminar, regular public lectures, the 
maintenance of a library. and support 
for the “Journal of Jewish Studies.” 

Dr. E. J. Cohn and Mr. Hugh Harris 
were re-clected Chairman and Hon. 
Secretary respectively. Rabbi Dr. H, F. 
Reinhart was a mied Treasurer, pro 
tem., in place of Dr. O. K. Rabinowicz, 
who had resigned on leaving for America. 

Rabbi Dr. lL. Maybaum, in his lecture 
on “ Ashkenazi Jewry and the Three 
Churches.”” spoke of the threefold wnpact 
of Christian civilisation to which Judaism 
was exposed. In Russia Johannine 
Christianity had been the historic back- 
ground of the Chassidic movement. In 
Germany Pauline Christianity had been 
the challenge to which the “ Wissenschaft 
des Judentums ” had responded. English- 
speaking Jewries were now confronted 
with the teachings of Petrine Christianity. 
Assimilation to any of these forms 
Christian doctrine would destroy the 
fundamental principles of Judaism.

As a ftsult of a notice in the 
™ Missing Relatives column of THE 
Jewisu CHRONICLE, a former French 
oficer who was captured by the 
Germans and later fell into Russian 
hands recently met a relative from 
London.

Dr. Shabat told his relatives of his 
harrowtmg experiences while in Soviet 
hands.

EUROPEAN STUDY 
TOUR 


Israeli Industrialists’ 
Visit 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A party of 16 Israeli industrialists 
arrived in London on Monday for an 
ll-day study tour arranged by the 
Israeli Manufacturers’ Association 1n 
collaboration with the International 
Labour Office, the U.N. Technical 
Assistance Division, and the Israeli 
Prime Minister's Office. 

At a press conference on Tuesday, 
Mr. Y. Talmon, the leader of the group, 
said that this was the first tour of ws 
kind. Their six-week tour of Western 
Europe will include visits to Switzerland, 
France. Italy, Holland, Denmark, and 
Sweden. 

Most of the delegates are engaged mm 
the textile trades, the others in the metal 
and engineering industries. An elaborate 
programme has been prepared for them 
by the Ministry of Labour. They are 

rticularly interested in the siudy of 
industrial management labour 
relations. After visiting the British 
Industries Fair in Birmingham, where 
they will be the guests of the Birming- 
ham Chamber of Commerce, the party 
will split up into two groups. 

Those interested in engineering will 
visit York, Newcastle (they will be enter- 
tained there by the local Jewish 
community), and the Calder Hall and 
Dounreay nuclear power stations. The 
textile group will visit the Montagu 
Burton factory and other places of 
interest in Leeds, as well as Nottingham.

HELPING MENTAL 
PATIENTS

The first public ‘meeting of 
Neurotics Nomine (Named Neurotics) 
was held at Caxton Hall, London, 
recently under the chairmanship of 
Dr. Joshua Bierer, the Harley Street 
psychiatrist, who is. the 
Director of the Marlborough Day 
Hospital at Hampstead—Britain’s first 
social psychotherapy centre. 

The principal object of the organise- 
tion, formed some months ago from 
among former patients of the hospital, 
is to help by example other patients who 
are despairing of mproving their condi- 
tion by taking out those who are too 
nervous or phy even to go mio a café, 
and to have discussions to prove that 


there is no reason why mental patients 


should not recover completely. 

Dr. Bierer, who is aged 56, was born 
in 1901 in Radaviz, Bukovina, then part 
of the Austro-Hungarian Empirc. Belore 
his settlement in Britain in 1938 
spent some years in Palestine. He was 
a founder of Kibbuiz Alef, in 1921. a 
member of Kibbutz Beth from 1922 to 
1926, and also a founder of Kibbuiz 
Mishmar Haemek. In 1925 was 
Chairman of the International Confer- 
ence of the Hechalutz Organisation in 
Danzig. He is a member of the British 
Ose Society and has been appointed the 
Director of the Ose Family Consuivation 
Centre, which is to be opened in Suge 
ford Hill at the end of this month 

Dr. Joshua Bierer’s twin brother, Dr. 
Immanuel Bicrer, 1s the head of the 
Bethnal Green Hospital Gynecological 
and Maternity Department, and his 
other brother, Dr. Gideon Bierer, is a 
prominent orthopedic surgcon in Israel.

LAG BOMER 


By AUNTIE 


E are observing on Sunday 
next the 33rd day of the 
Omer, and together we will 


visit some of the historic places of 
which it reminds us. 


We will start in the squth of Israel 
and pay a short visit to Bnei Braq. 

Do you remember in the Passover 
Hagada that the rabbis met at this 
town and’ prolonged their debates 
until their pupils said : “ Our teachers, 
the tume has arrived to gay the 
Morning Shema.” Bnet. Brag, in 
the time of the Second Temple, 
was the seat of Rabbi Akiba’s school 
and # was probably here that the 
plague attacked the scholars. As you 
all know, this plague that had raged 
among the pupils stopped on the 
33rd day of the Omer. Ever since 
then it has been called the Scholars 
Festival. when every child in Israel 
is on holiday. 

Now we can continue our way 
northwards, aad I will ask the driver 
to stop at Meron in Galilee. This is 
the place most favoured by the people 
for a Lag b Omer outing: for here 
is buried Rabbi Simeon ben Yochai, 
whose Yahrzeit i is that day. If 
you listen carefully you can hear 
the guide telling the story of the 
rabbi. He was a pupil of Rabbi 
Akiba, with whom he shared a cell 
when they were imprisoned by the 
Romans. After Akiba had suffered 
death at the hands of the enemy, 
Rabbi Simeon managed to escape 
with his son Eleazer. They lived in 
a cave for many years, and the story 
gocs that they had only dates, beans, 
and water for food and drink. They 
did not come out of hiding until after 
the death of the Roman Emperor. 


Lighting Bonfires 


Rabbi Simeon spent time 
writing a famous book, the Zohar. 
When he died, the whole sky was lit 
by a glorious glow: and to this dav, 
bonfires are lit on Lag b’Omer to 
commemorate the Yahrzeit of this 
famous man. 

Many sayings are attributed to 
Rabbi Simeon ben Yochai, of which 
perhaps the most famous is “ There 
are three crowns: the crown of Torah, 
the crown of priesthood. and the 
crown of rovalty: but the crown of a 
good name excels them all.” 

Rabhi Simeon had favourite 


story that he was often asked to 
tell. “Two ships were once bound 
together with strong chains and metal 
plates, and a palace was built on top 
of them. So long as the ships kept 
together the palace held fast. Once 
they separated, the palace fell to 
pieces. In the same way, the palace 
of Heaven rests on the unity of Israel, 
Its faith can only rest on a solid 
and united foundation.” 

And now will you come southwards 
with me and let us visit (if only in 
imagination) the town of RBethar, 
which is very much in the foreground 
of the Lag bOmer story. A man 
called Bar Kochba was determined to 
make a brave stand against the 
Roman oppressors. He was a bril- 


hant speaker, and by his words 
Stirred the people to § defend 
themselves. 

Valiant Leader 


When Bar Kochba had gathered 
many thousands of Jewish youths 
together he used his great eloquence 
to put valour imto their hearts. It 
is said that 200,000 of his men came 
forward, and each cut off a finger 
to prove his firmness and spirit; 
while 200,000 more soldiers riding 
horseback showed their strength by 
each tearing up a cedar tree with his 
hands. He raised their droopime 
Spirits and fired their courage. 
Gathering together as many fellow- 
Jews as he could, he forced the 
enemy to the north, marched south- 
wards to Jerusalem. and then made a 
stand with his army at Bethar. For 
three years he launched attack after 
attack and gained many victories. It 
might have ended in a_ glorious 
victory for the Jews, had not the 


Samaritans acted im a_ treacherous 
manner. It is thought that Bar 
Kochba died at Bethar, which he 


was gallantly defending. 

And now it is evening and our 
guide returns us to our Starting place. 
As we look. a spark of light breaks 
the gloom of the darkness, one by 
one the bonfires are lit and the 
flames grow steadier. Let us join this 
crowd that are dancing round the 
bonfire and with them we will sing 
“ Bar Yochai, Bar Yochai”

Argentine Equality Pledge

MONTEVIDEO 

Dr. Nahum Goldmann, the Presi- 
demt of the World Zionist Organisa- 
tion, arrived here last Friday from 
Buenos Aires. He was received on 
arrival by the Uruguayan Chief of 
Protocol, Sefior Althabe, and the 
Isracli Chargé d Affaires, Mr. Joel 
Barromi. 

One of Dr. Goldmann’s first engage- 
ments was the naming of a street, «State 


of Isracl.” in the presence of municipal. 


representatives. As, together with Mr. 
Idov Cohen, a Member of the Knesset, 
he unveiled a commemorative plaque, a 
band played the Isracli and Uruguayan 
national anthems. Speaking at the cere- 
mony the Mayor, Sefior Abclia, lauded 
the courage of the people of Israel. 

Later. Dr. Goldmann was received by 
President Arturo Lezama, with whom 
he discussed current problems affecting 
the Jewish people. Dr. Goldmann 
received full military honours as he 
entered and left Government House. He 
was also received by the Foreign Minister, 
Dr. Francisco Gamarrta. 

During his stay in Buenos Aires, where 

sssisied in the launching of the 1957 

United Jewish Appeal, Dr. Goldmann 
was received by President Aramburu and 
Schor Rojas, the Vice-President. On 
both occasions he was accompanied by 
the Israch envoy. Mr. Ariech Kubovy 

Dr, Goldmann expres ed to the Presi- 
dent his gratification at the full equality 
and freedom enjoyed by the Jews 
Areentina. 

Speaking at a press conferenec at 


Buenos Aires last week, Dr. Goldmann 
said that if India would use her great 
moral influence with the Arabs to help 
to stitle the Arab-Jewish problem in 
the Middle East, “it would be a gftat 
service to world peace.” 

Dr. Goldmann emphasised that the 
unrest could be climinated if the Arabs 
would recognise the “ fait accompli of 
the existence of a Jewish State.” 

He added that though the Israeli Army 
was able to defend itself against the 
Arabs. the possibility of a lasting peace 
in the area would be hastened if the 
United States and its Western allies made 
it “crystal clear that they would not 
allow the destruction of the Israeli 
State.”

AMERICAN COMMENT 
ON SUEZ CANAL

WASHINGTON 

Mr. Foster Dulles, the U.S.A. Secre- 
tary of State. said at his press conference 
here on Tuesday that he had had no 
formal word about Israel's intentions to 
send a ship through the Suez Canal. 

In the American view, Mr. Dulles said. 
Ships of all nations, including Isracl, had 
the right to use the Canal. 

He emphasised that the U.S.A.’ would 
oppose any atiempt by Israel to impose 
her right of free. passage through § the 
Canal by an act of war, but added that 
America would also oppose any Egyptian 
attempt to halt an Israeli test ship seckipg 
to go through the Canal 

President Eisenhower said at. his press 
conference here’ on Wednesday that 
America would not object to Israel send- 
ing a test ship through the Suez Canal 
by peaceful means, but it would be 
“reprehensible for the ship to force 
her way through if attempis were made 
to stop her 

The Presidcni said that he would prefer 
the issue to be settled by the Security 
Council or by the Infernational Court, 
and added that Israel might take the 
matter to the World Court in the event 
of Egypt barring the Israeli: ship from 
passage through Suez. 

He would also like to see ships of all 
nations testing the right of free passage 
through the Gulf of Aqaba, President 
Eisenhower said, so that it could be 
determined whether the waterway was 
subject to territorial rights or was inter- 
national in character.
